The program has become so popular he 
has been joined by Pablo Ramirez and Ru¬ 
ben Valdez as back up D.J.s. 

Orosco states that both Latin Soul Indio 
(Pablo Ramirez) and El Nino Bonito (Ruben 
Valdez) will soon broadcast their own shows. 
This, the latest trend in Latin pride has 
opened up a new category in broadcasting. 

So with pride from his people and Salsita 
in his music Jesus Orosco has taken the La¬ 
tino movement one step closer to a piece of 
America's pie.

El Caos

La especie humana, la más bien dotada 
de todas las especies que habitan nuestro 
planeta, ha dominado a todas las demás 
especies, ha empezado a penetrar en le mis¬ 
terio del Universo, ha logrado descubrir y 
usar en su provecho todas las materias de 
que está formada la Tierra y ha podido do¬ 
minar los elementos.

Algunos de estos sistemas de gobierno se 
conocieron y se han puesto en práctica 
desde tres mil años Antes de Cristo en China 
y unos mil quinientos años A. de C. en 
Grecia que ya empezó a formular leyes. Pero 
cinco mil quinientos años A. de C. ya existían 
sociedades organizadas en Egipto, Babilonia, 
Asiria y otros paises. 

Es decir, que la especie humana tiene al 
rededor de siete mil quinientos años tratan¬ 
do de encontrar un sistema de gobierno que 
garantice la seguridad, el bien estar y la 
¡ustica para sus habitantes, así como la 
fraternidad y buenas relaciones con los de¬ 
más sistemas de gobierno.

La amenaza de las poderosas armas nu- 
cleaes pueden acabar en un momento con 
todo vestigio de vida en la Trerra y este¬ 
rilizarla para siempre. Lo único que se puede 
pensar, es que la especie humana ha vivido 
siempre en un estado caótico, a pesar de 
su indiscutible intelecto el hombre se acerca 
cada día más a la destrucción de todo lo 
que tiene vida en la Tierra y a su propia 
destrucción.

Robert Gonzales was only thirty years old 
when he formed his own law partnership, 
Gonzales and Mitchell. During the next 
three years, he pursued his private prac¬ 
tice as an attorney, while at the same time 
taking an active role in outside legal and 
Mexican American community affairs. The 
high point of his young career came on 
January 6, 1969 when San Francisco Mu¬ 
nicipal Court Judge Harry W. Low admin¬ 
istered to Gonzales the oath of office for 
San Francisco City and County Supervisor. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, watching the cere¬ 
mony approvingly, commented afterward 
that Gonzales’ appointment by him was 
the first of a person of Mexican ancestry 
to that governing body sin<5e the turn of 
the century.

REPORT PROBES STATUS 
OF SPANISH-SPEAKING 


A report prepared by the Raza Associa¬ 
tion—a citizens lobby for the Spanish-speak¬ 
ing in the nation's capitol—and recently pub¬ 
lished in La Luz Magazine probes the socio¬ 
economic characteristic of the Spanish¬ 
speaking population. 

The lack of reliable and regular statistics 
about the Spanish-speaking population has 
resulted in the continued inability to make an 
accurate assessment of the needs and par¬ 
ticipation of Spanish-speaking citizens in the 
social economic and political spheres in 
America. 

Despite limitations on the availability of 
accurate data concerning the Spanish¬ 
speaking population, there are several con¬ 
clusions which can be made in light of the 
most current information available on the 
socio-economic conditions of the Spanish¬ 
speaking population. 

Three major conclusions which can be 
made relative to the Spanish-speaking popu¬ 
lation are 

1. That the Spanish-speaking population is 
a "young population." 

2. The Spanish-speaking population lags 
markedly behind other groups in educational 
attainment. 

3. The Spanish-speaking population is 
over-represented in the low-income bracket. 

Contrary to popular belief, the Spanish¬ 
speaking population is not concentrated in 
rural areas. The proportion of the Spanish¬ 
speaking population living in urban areas is 
82.5 per cent; 76 for Blacks, and 67.8 per 
cent for the total population. 

For the overall U.S. population, 11.1 per 
cent of all people were classified as having 
a low-income status; the percentage of the 
total Spanish-speaking population which was 


classified in a low-income category was 21.9 
per cent. 

The median income for individuals who 
were 25 years old and over was $6,289; the 
median income for Spanish-speaking indi¬ 
viduals in the same category in 1973 was 
$5,369. 

Median income for the total population 
becomes proportionately higher with four 
years of high school in comparison to the 
Spanish-speaking population. The median in¬ 
come for all individuals completing four years 
of high school was $7,055 in 1973. 

The median income for Spanish-speaking 
individuals completing four years of high 
school during the same time was $6,611. 

A current U.S. Census Bureau report 
states that in 1973 2.9 million Spanish¬ 
speaking men were of legal working age (16 
years old and over); 79 per cent (2.3 million) 
of those men were employed. 

Spanish-speaking women who were of 
legal working age numbered 3.2 million, ap¬ 
proximately 40 per cent (1.3 million) of those 
women were in the labor force. 

Over 27 per cent of the Spanish-speaking 
men were employed in transportation and 
other operative occupations such as gas 
station attendants, produce packers, drillers, 
and manufacturing checkers. 

The second most common form of em¬ 
ployment for Spanish-speaking men was that 
of craftsmen-repairmen, machinists, furni¬ 
ture finishers, and other similar occupations. 

Over 56 per cent of the Spanish-speaking 
male population was employed in blue collar 
jobs. The most common occupation for 
Spanish-speaking women was that of clerical 
work and operative occupations. 

A current report issued by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics (U.S. Department of Labor) 
for the third quarter of 1974 indicates that 
there were 325,000 Spanish-speaking people 
who were unemployed. 

At 8.0 per cent the unemployment rate 
for the Spanish-speaking population was more 
than halfway between the 5 per cent unem¬ 
ployment rate for white workers and a 10.5 
per cent unemployment rate for Blacks. 

Since the third quarter of 1973, workers 
from the Spanish-speaking population suf¬ 
fered an increase in unemployment at a rate 
of 29 per cent; the rate was greater than 
that for Blacks which was an 8 per cent in¬ 
crease and for white which was a 22 per cent

"EL HOMBRE PUEBLO" 

El general IGNACIO ZARAGOZA, heroe 

sobresaliente en la gran victoria el 5 de mayo 
de 1862 en Puebla, contra los famosos ejér¬ 
citos francés y austriaco, es nuestro person¬ 
aje importante en esta fiesta patria del mes 
de mayo. Nació en la había del Espíritu 
Santo del estado de Texas, el día 24 de 
marzo de 1829. En Matamoros, Tamaulipas 
hizo sus primeros estudios, continuando des¬ 
pués en Monterrey Nuevo León, por lo que 
nos dice la historia sabemos que tenía senti¬ 
mientos de un gran mexicano. Todo México 
lo apreciaba al grado de que leí llamaban 
cariñosamente "El Hombre Pueblo". 

Par darnos una idea de la popularidad de 
este grandioso militar mexicano, veamos este 
incidente occurido en una de sus vicitas a la 
capital: Se presentó un día el Gral. Zara¬ 
goza, despues del triunfo de Puebla en forma 
inesperada, para atender asuntos de sus de¬ 
beres militares sin haber anuciado su llega¬

THE YAKUZA is Japanese for gangster. 
From that alone you should get a good idea 
of what this film is about. The title tells it 
all and it tells nothing. If "food for thought" 
or "message" movies are your 'bag' then 
you have a real treat coming your way. The 
film which is a co-production between 
Warner Bros, and Toei of Japan concerns 
itself with old world traditions in a contem¬ 
porary world and how they fit and don't fit 
in our contemporary times. 

The film stars Robert Mitchum who plays 
an American ex-G.I., who goes to Japan to 
find to do a favor for is best friend, played 
by Brian Keith. The favor he has set out to 
do is to ease a situation between "The Ya¬ 
kuza" a group in Japan that is much like the 
Mafia in the U.S., and his friend Keith. The 
only way Mitchum can do this is to ask the 
brother of his old sweetheart, who was for¬ 
merly a member of the "Yakuza," and see 
if he could help the situation as a spokes¬ 
man. That is the basis for the plot and then 
it goes from there and believe me, it goes. 
The brother is played by Takakura Ken, a 
very popular star in his own right in Japan. 
I really can't say too much about the plot 
without saying too much. It is written by 
Robert Town (of "Chinatown" fame). And 
it is directed by Sidney Pollack. His previous 
works include "The Way We Were" and 
"Jerimiah Johnson." Which explains the 
movement of the film, slow and flowing 
scenes with fast and exciting action scenes 
interspersed throughout to make it a very 
interesting piece of work with just the visual 
alone. The story is something else entirely. 
Unlike many current action movies that are 
short on lore and long on gore, this one gives 
you a great deal to think about and very 
rich characterizations. After the first screen¬ 
ing, you say to yourself; "Good." But later 
on as the day wears on you think; "Wow, 
what a movie," because the movie doesn’t 
end when you leave the theater. For a enter¬ 
taining, yet thought provoking time at the 
movies, this is it.

MARIJUANA 

REFORM 

PROBABLE 

A major marijuana reform bill which 
would reduce many penalties for possession 
breezed through an assembly committee on 
April 16. 

SB 95 passed the Criminal Justice Com¬ 
mittee (5-1) and is expected to be heard in 
Assembly Ways and Means Committee in 
early May. 

SB 95, unchanged from it's form when 
approved by the Senate in late March, is 
expected to have little opposition from the 
assembly or the governor. 

The bill, written by Sen. George Moscone, 
D-San Francisco, would: 

• give citations for possession of one 
ounce or less of marijuana—(similar to San 
Jose's policy since March 1). 

• eliminate arrests of persons present 
where it is smoked. 

• abolish felony penalties for personal 
possession in any quantity. 

• give citations for transporting or giving 
away one ounce or less. 

• clear marijuana possession offenses from 
criminal records (at violator's expense) two 
years after conviction. 

The San Jose Police Department supports 
the clause in the bill making possession of 
one ounce or less a citable offense. 

But Police Chief Robert Murphy said ear¬ 
lier that he opposes the clause which makes 
it a misdemeanor for possession of any 
amount of marijuana because he said per¬ 
sons in possession of large amounts would 
sell it. 

Both possession and selling presently are 
felonies, but penalties are many times re¬ 
duced to a misdemeanor once an offender 
is brought to trial. 

Selling would remain a felony, but Murphy 
does not want potential sellers to get off on 
a misdemeanor possession charge. 

Don Solem, administrative assistant to 
Moscone, said in most cases police could 
arrest persons in possession of large amounts 
of marijuana on an "intent to sell" felony 
offense through circumstantial evidence. 

"He (Murphy' is really talking about that 
0.1 per cent" of cases where the potential 
seller would not be caught on a felony 
charge.
